“Kyverybody 18 rendy for peace,” he |
coneluded, “It depends upon what one

calls pence, The Germans are not
ready for pence; they only want n
truce for a period of preparntion for
further world uttucks, Ax long us they
continue to be governed by the mill-
tary class, which Is consldered superl-
or to everyone else, there I8 no chunce
for peace.”

Berlin, Oect. 2.—Germany will per-
severe untll victory Is hers, the relchs-
tag was assured by Chancellor von
Bethmann-Hollweg, according to  the
full text of his specch, which was pub-
lished here. The chancellor asserted
that the harvest this year had made
Qermany’s position much more secure
thun was the ense Inst yenr,

In hix attack upon Great Britnin
Von Bethmann-Hollweg declared that
that country wus breaking one internn-
tlonal law after another, nnd  was
above all Germuny's “most  egotls
tical, tlercest and most obstinate en-
emy."

“Today, after two yenrs of fighting,
struggling, suffering and dylng, we
know more than ever before that there
fa only one watchword, namely, per-
pevere and win,” sald the chancellor,
“We will win. This year's harvest
makes us much more secure than wos
the case lnst yeur,

“The war alins of our enemies are
announced without disgulse and cnn al-
low of no misinterpretation,  Thelr
purpose Is territorinl covetonsness and
our destruction,” sald Chuancellor von
Bethmapn-Hollweg,

“Since the first day of the war we
have sought nothing hut the defense
of our rights, our existence and our
freedom, Therefore we are able first
and nlone to declare our rendiness for
peace negotintions, The lust of con-
quest of our enemles Is responsible
for the duily heaplng mountalns of
COrpses,

GREECE ENTERS WAR

COUNCIL AND KING AGREE TO
JOIN THE ENTENTE.

Allies Win Last of Doubtful States in
Diplamatic Battle—Long
Struggle Ends.

London, Sept, 29.-—-The councll of
Greek mindsters has deetded, In agree
ment with King Constanting, upon ‘mili-
tury cooperation with  the  entente
powers, says o Reuter  dispateh re
celved on Wednesiday from Athens.

A possible excuse for a Greek dees
lnration of war Ix seen In an Athens
disputeh reporting  that  the  Greek
steamship Ellen was torpedoed by
Germnn  submarine off the coast of
Surdinin,  The erew was saved.

Paris hoad sdvices thal Greek troops
in Cunen, to the number of 4,000, have
Joined the revolutionists,

The decislon of Greece to enter the
war ends one of the most Interesting
diplomuatie confliets 1o world history.
With Italy, Bulgarin and Rowmanio,
Greece plvoted on the brink of war
from the first day of the world con-
fllet,

Now that the ecountry has declded
to tnke the plunge, the last of the
uncertuln powers I8 out In the open,
n diplomntie war 18 emded in victory
for the entente and the way I8 open
for o finish tight on the batletields of
urope,

The wonderful forest of Tatol, the
pride of the Iute King George ol
(ireece, was destroyed when fire ree
dueed to ashes the summer residence
of his son, King Constantine. The
tens of thonsands of dollars spent in
cultivating n flourishing pine woml, u=
an exumple of what might be done
with forestry In barren Attiea, have
heen hurned up as completely ns if the
banknotes themsclves hind been thrown
in the fire,

Tutol played a lnrge part in the his-
tory of Greece.  Here the Spartans
estubilished themselves In 4108 1B O, 1o
cut off the supply of graln and food-
stuffs hound Into Athens from Ealwa,
with the purpose of starving out the
Athenlan popmlation. And in 404 B, €',
while Lysunider hlockaded Athens nnd
the Piracus by sen, the Spurtans de-
scended from the vicinity of Tatol, oi-
tncked nnd foresd the eapltulution of
Athens, ending the Peloponnesian war.
The burnt forest, Inborfously planted
and protected, wus comsidered to be n
memorial to the pagt greatness  of
Greeee,
